Bishops O’Hara, 
Ready In Japan To 
Study Conditions 


Tokyo, July 8 —-(Radio, NC)— 
On the first fourth of July after 
the war, an Air Transport Com- 
mand C-54 slid down from the grey 
afternoon sky onto the Atsugi Air- 
field here. bringing to Japan Bis- 
hops John F. O'Hara of Buffalo 
and Michael J. Ready, of Colum- 
bus, who have come at the request 
of the Holy See to make a study 
of the post-war problems of the 
Church in Japan. ! 


Archbishop Paul Marella, Ap- 
ostolic Delegate to Japan, Arch- 
bishop Peter Tatsuo Soi of Tokyo 
and Chief Justice John P. Higgins 
of the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts, who came to Tokyo as a 
member of the International Mil- 
itary Tribunal, headed a group of 
priests, and laymen welcoming the 
two Bishops. 


Their arrival was hailed as an 
inspiring pledge of sympathetic 
cooperation by the United States 
Hierarchy with the Japanese Bis- 
hops, clergy and laity who are now 
a ge into their first real re- 
ligious freedom in centuries and 
are unable to cope alone with the 
material difficulties and unprece- 
dented spirityal opportunities now 
evident in this country. 

The American Bishops began 
their flight from Fairfield, Calif., 
on July 1, stopping briefly at 
Honolulu, Kwajalein and Guam. 
They left Guam on the morning 
of the fourth and arrived here at

“FB. L, Faithful, Brave, Intelli- 
gent Americans, inspire us with 
your lives and leadership to do our 
utmost to protect the glorious her- 
itage of our Republic, to preserve 
our democratic institutions and 
obey the challenge and command 
of our martyred dead.” 

The Cardinal said he believed 
that “all informed, patriotic Ame- 
ricans take courage from their con- 
fidence in the integrity and com- 
petency of our Law Enforcement 
agencies under the leadership of 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion.” 

“Parents, teachers, and we of 
the clergy,” Cardinal Spellman 
stressed, “have particular responsi- 
bilities to give good example, to 
instruct and guide in the proper 
use of human freedom, and you of 
your profession are among those 
entrusted with the charge to pre- 
vent and correct abuses of free- 
dom.” 

Denouncing the secret police of 
other countries, which, he declared, 
“according to the concepts of its 
leaders and its purposes, has serv- 
ed to promote or destroy the wel- 
fare of the nation and its people,” 
Cardinal Spellman observed that 
our Law Enforcement agencies 
are “a source of reassurance and 
tranquility to our peace-loving peo- 
ple,” and at the same time “a 
source of terror to the lawless and 
subversive.” 

Senator Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire addressing the gradu- 


ates stated that Russia was “the 


great roadblock to the peace of the 
world,” and warned that if the 
country would not remove the 
roadblock “then we must build a 
road to peace around it.”

which he regarded as a special 
privilege of which he was utter- 
ly unworthy, is the mystery that 
the Son of God was to remain 
among men in His Eucharistic 
presence, to have a place of resi- 
dence in every community, 
where all His time was at the 
disposal of the people for visits 
and for the dispensation of 
blessings. 

We honestly believe that most 
of what is wrong in the world 
is due to the ignorance of this 
mystery, and even more to the 
indifference towards it of those 
people who know about it. It is 
just too great a divine gift to 
ignore. Realizing the infinite 
love of the Son of God for you 
and for me and for all te whom 
He has accorded the blessing of 
the true faith, it is natural that 
‘the Church should advocate the 
Enthronement of the Sacred 
Heart in every home, so that the 
symbol of His love—His own 
image—might keep the members 
of the family mindful of His en- 
durimg love for them, and stimu- 
late them to avoid in their lives 
that which offends Him. 


Christ has promised to bless 
the home in which His image is 
given the place of honor. Never 
before was the blessing of 
Christ needed in the home to 
keep the family united, to per- 
petuate and even increase the 
wedding day love of husband and 
wife, and to preserve the ideals 
taught Catholic children. 

You should also be an evangel, 
as St. Paul was, of this great 
mystery “hidden in God” for 
centuries. The world should 
know of it. If it did its attract- 
iveness would win people by the 
thousands to the Catholic faith. 

Resolve to honor the Sacred 
Heart in your home, in ‘your 
lives, and plead with Him to be 
‘as generous to others as He has 
been to you. The world could 
easily be brought back to Christ 
|through the cultivation of love 
in return for His great love. 

Hatreds and animosities and 
bigotry will not be overcome 
while people withhold their love 
from God.

archy was named as Vicar-Apos- 
tolic. He was a cousin of Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton, noted Catho- 
lic patriot and signer of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 

Early in 1776, upon the invita- 
tion of the Continental Congress, 
Father Carroll had accompanied his 
cousin Charles and two members 
of Congress, Franklin and Samuel 
Chase, on an American Mission “to 
promote or to form a union be- 
tween the said colonies and the 
people of Canada,” a predominant- 
ty Catholic country. The “Instruc- 
tions” to this Committee stated: 
“You are further to declare that 
we hold sacred the rights of con- 
science and may promise to the 
whole people, solemnly in our name, 
the free and undisturbed exercise 
of their religion.” 

The mission to Canada was ill- 
timed and suffered from previous 
imprudent allusions, in Congress by 
Jay, Adams and others to the re- 
ligious beliefs of the inhabitants. 
Though the Canadians formed no 
alliance with the Colonists, they re- 
mained neutral, and two Catholic 
regiments of volunteers, were rais- 
ed with Father Lotbiniere as chap- 
lain, and called “Congress’ Own,” 
since they were attached to no 
State. i 

The Congress of the “Founding 
Fathers” also lost no time in win- 
ning other Catholic aid to the cause 
of the Colonists in the War for In- 
dependence—the: assistance of Fa- 
ther Gibault in winning the West, 
the French Alliance, and the 
friendly attitude of Spain. 

When the United States acquir- 
ed Louisiana, the then Bishop Car- 
roll wrote to James Madison, Presi- 
dent Jefferson’s Secretary of ftate, 
on November 17, 1806, informing 
him that efforts were being made 
to have a Spaniard nominated as 
Bishop of the new territory. He 
inckuded a letter from the Congre- 
gation for the Propagation of the 
Faith, expressing utmost concern 
that nothing be done to the disad- 
vantage of Louisiana’s new sover- 
eignty.

Named Director By 
Rev. J. Hugh O'Donnell 


Notre Dame. — Creation of a 
Mediaeval Institute, the only one 
of its kind in the-United States, at 
the University of Notre Dame has 
been announced by the Rev. J. 
Hugh O’Donnell, C.S.C., President 
of Notre Dame. 

The Director of the Mediaeval 
Institute, according to Father 
O’Donnell, will be the Very Rev. 
Gerald B. Phelan, LL.D., F.R.S.C., 


who since 1937 has been President | 


of the Pontifical Institute of Me- 
diaeval Studies, Toronto, Canada. 

In making the announcement, 
Father O’Donnell said: “While de- 
veloping the several fields of mod- 
ern science and other fields of mod- 
ern knowledge, Notre Dame is 
keenly aware of the need of pre- 
serving, fostering and developing 
traditional Catholic learning in 
Theology, Philosophy, History and 
the Humanities which are funda- 
mental to all Catholic education. 
To this end, we are establishing the 
Mediaeval Institute which, it is 
hoped, will center the fullest devel- 
opment of Catholic scholarship 
within the University. This is a 
notable part of Notre Dame’s post- 
war academic expansion.” 

The Mediaeval Institute, Father 
O’Donnell said, will be a distinct 
and independent academic unit 
within the University. It will be 
primarily a research institution, 
devoted to an intensive study of 
the life and thought of the Middle 
Ages, the critical editions of wun- 
published materials, the publication 
of scholarly studies and critical 
analyses of available sources, the 
tracing of currents of thought and 
movements of civilization and, in 
general, whatever may advance dur 
knowledge and understanding of 
Catholic mediaeval culture. « 

At the outset, courses in Mediae- 
val Theology, philosophy, history, 
Latin, and English will be offered 
in the Institute, while research will 
be concentrated on theology, philo- 
sophy, history, and English litera- 
ture. Later Mediaeval vernacular 
literatures, law, liturgy, art and 
architecture, Jewish and Arabian? 
culture, Byzantine civilization, and 
Mediaeval Music will be added to 
the curriculum and the fields of re- 
search will be widened. 

Students admitted to the Mediae- 
val Institute must hold the bache- 
lor’s degree and have done ade- 
quate college work in philosophy, 
English, Latin, history, and the 
modern languages, French and 
German. The full course of study, 
leading to a diploma from the In- 
stitute, will extend over five school 
years. Within this period, the Mas- 
ter’s degree may be received from 
the University at the end of two 
years, and the Doctor’s Degree at

“I am regretfully compelled to 
leave Notre Dame and South 
Bend,” he stated. “I want to ex- 
press my gratitude for the kind- 
ness shown me by Father J. Hugh 
O’Donnell, C.S.C., President of No- 
tre Dame, and every one at the 
University. I shall visit here fre- 
quently as I regard Notre Dame 
as my second home.” 


Mr. Budenz has remained in vir- 
tual obscurity since joining the 
Notre Dame faculty.

There would 
have been no sense in him order- 
ing children above one month of 
age to be massacred if Mary and 
Joseph did not tarry with Christ 
at Bethlehem until some time af- 
ter the Circumcision and the Pre- 
sentation in the Temple. 

In St. John’s Gospel we read that 
the “angels only” asked the women 
why they wept. In St. Luke’s Gos- 
pel they said that Jesus was risen, 
while in ‘St. Mark’s and St. Mat- 
thew’s we read that the young 
man and the angels said that 
Jesus had gone to Galilee. In Mat- 
thew it is noted that Jesus, not yet 
in Galilee, directed the women to 
tell the disciples to go there. Why 
did He not tell them Himself, since 
He had no trouble appearing to any 
one at any time? In Mark we read 
that He appeared only to Mary 
Magdalen and not to any of the 
other women with her, and gave 
her no directions. These and other 
texts say that the women did not 
tell any man because they were 
afraid, yet we read in_ Luke that 
Mary Magdalen did tell about it. 
St. John says that Mary Magdalen 
told the disciples what she had 
seen and heard. 

There are no contradictions be- 
tween these texts either. The angel 
and the young man were the same 
person. In other words: the angel, 
a pure spirit, took the form of a 
human being, appearing as a man 
clothed in white. Christ did order 
Mary Magdalen to @Uthe disciples 
that He would go ahead of them 
into Galilee. 

You ask why Jesus @id not tell 
the disciples instead of asking 
Mary Magdalen to do it. That evi- 
dently was His business. 

You say that in Mark XVI, 9, 
it is represented that Jesus appear- 
ed only to Mary Magdalen, and 
not to the other women. The Bible 
does not say that He appeared 
only” to her, but that he appeared 
to her. 

If Christ directed Mary Magda- 
Jen to report to thé Apostles He 
certainly could not have meant 
that “she could not tell any one.”

And, against some facts, it doesn’t make 
sense nor tell the truth nor do justice—as in this 
instance: Not long ago a Jew in Anaconda, Mon- 
tana gave as a gift to the State University the 
$10,000 he had received in insurance after his 
son was killed in action. 


These are but two examples of the guts we 
must have—the little bit of guts we must have 
every five minutes to meet in the Christian way 
each new challenge of the easier pagan way. 


Of course, the gentleman from St. Louis was 
referring directly to the active Catholic part vet- 
erans must take in public affairs. “What percent 
of Catholic veterans,” he wanted to know, “will 
run for office after the war?” We don’t know 
what percent, nor is it important to hazard an 
estimate. It is only all-important that individual 
CWVers should not easily excuse themselves 
from doing their Catholic part (by which we 
mean simply their part applying Christian prin- 
in local, state and federal posts.

altar. I’m rushing in where angels fear to tread.”

“Tell your brothers who have 
forgotten the way to their Father’s 
house that He awaits them with 
open arms,” the Pontiff told 5,000 
members of the Christian Working- 
men’s Association who had gather- 
ed in the Cortile San Damaso of 
the Vatican to celebrate the Feast 
of SS. Peter and Paul. 

“Love extinguishes selfishness 
and it alone can dissipate all diffi- 
culties and inculeate how to bear 
the evils which are of necessity 
part of this life,” the Pope, speak- 
ing in Spanish over the Vatican 
Radio, eounseled the Catholics in 
far-off Bolivia. ‘ 

The Mystical Lamb, Christ, is 
the enduring source of all life and 
all salvation, the Pope said in his 
address to Belgium, which he term- 
ed “the Eucharistic land par excel- 
lence,” from which the Eucharistic 
flame may shine on the entire 
world. ? 

In his address to the workers, 
the Holy Father, speaking from a 
haleony, interpreted their presence 
before him as giving the true im- 
pression of children united with 
their father at the hearth of the 
Christian family. He likened their 
visit to the Pope to the intimate re- 
union of sons with their father on 
festive days. Séns who have been 
away from their homes through the 
necessity of work gain renewed 
strength and strengthen the bonds 
of family by returning to their 
father’s house, the Pope said, and 


they also bring gladness to their 
father. 


Addressing the workers as broth- 
ers in the life of Christian charity, 
he told them that, although coming 
from different places and engaged 
in diverse work, they are joined to- 
gether at Mass, at the Divine 
Table, before the Pope, their com- 
mon father, and finally in saluting 
their Heavenly Mother at her 
shrine in the Vatican gardens.

Cardinal Stritch 
Hails Chicago's 
‘Patron Saint’ 


Gives Radio Address 
As Canonization Takes 
Place In Vatican City 


Chicago, July 8&8—Mother Cab- 
Chicago's patfon saint, 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, Archbis- 
hop of Chicago, said here yesterday 
in a radio broadcast honoring her 
canonization in Rome by Po@e 
Pius’ XII, 


Cardinal Stritch spoke over 
WGN as part of the city-wide 
celebration by Chicago Catholics

The Cardinal emphasized that 
while Mother Cabrini was noted 
for her charities and for the hos-

Was so much in love with God that 


she tried to bring Him into the 


lives of men.” 

Mother Cabrini is proof, he said,

idience. “St. Frances Xavier Ca- 
ibrini knew that.
